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office is in thecoHegebuilding. We have 
carefully observed the work of the theo- 
logical class, and especially the instruc- 
tion given by Brother Miller. Of the 
thoroughness of this instruction here im- 
parted we will not speak, but this we say, 
that the Bible is made the foundation of 
study, that the instruction is in harmony 
with the Gospel alone principies of the 
Brethren church, and that the growth of 
the class in the knowledge of the Bible, 
the great doctiines of Christianity, the 
larger conceptions of the Chrïst and his 
mission, is perceptible day by day. But 
why should we speak of this thing ? 
Those who know Brother Míller are al- 
ready convinced of what we say. 

We unhesitatingly affirm that among 
the various enterprises of the Brethren 
church, the one paramonnt duty is to give 
substantial support to the theological de- 
partment in Ashland University. We are 
pleased to learn that Sister Grossnickle, 
president of the S. S. C. E., recommcnds 
local societies evcrywhere to support the 
theological chaír. You can do a mighty 
work, if you will concentrate your efforts 
— a work which will be felt forgood, long 
after your present societies are disorgan ■ 
ized and your labors in this world have 
ceased. You are educating young nien 
and women for the ministry — the highest 
calltng in the kingdom of God. There are 
no other means in the universe to-day 
that wield so mighty a power for good as 
a well equípped ministry. What you do 
for these young men and women in pre- 
paring thein morè thoroughly for the sac- 
red office of the Christian ministry, you 
do for the chnrch, for Christ, forGodand 
hii kingdom and for humanity at large. 
Let us rally in support of the theological 
department in Ashland University and 
send out from this place young men and 
women thoroughly equipped for the work, 
and whose power and influence, will in 
time be felt all overlhe land in behalf of 
the puré principies of primitive Christian- 
ity. 


sideràtion of this subject." Here the 
compositor dropped the reraainder of the 
paragraph, and began wíth, "In conclu- 
sion let it be understood," etc. The 
reader no doubt was puzzled to know what 
this grave question was, and was disap- 
pointed in not being told. We herewith 
give the entire paragraph : 

"There is another grave question in- 
volved in the eonsiderationof thissubject. 
If we have no taste for the Bible or relig- 
ious literature, if we dislike the associa- 
tions of saintly people, if holy living is 
distasteful to us, if we harbor malice 
against any child of God, how can we ex- 
pect to enjoy heaven, wherc only the char- 
acteristics of a saintly, holy, peaceful life 
are to be found ? Aye ! A transforma- 
tion by the renewing of the mind is ab- 
solutely necessary in this life, if we wonltl 
enjoy the blessedness of life to come." 

So far as this error is excusable, we ask 
Brother Cassel to excuse us, promising 
that the same mistake shall not be repeat- 
cd. There is but one redeeming feature 
in this error, so far as we can see. It 
emphasizes the oft repeated truth that sins 
of omission are as bad as sins of ^«/mis- 
sion, and sometimes worse.
